witnesses, who shall subscribe their names to the same
as such. And when such conveyances are of lands, or
aay interest therein, owned by a corporation organized
under any law of this state, they shall be signed by
the president, or other authorized officers of the corpo-
ration, sealed with the corporate seal, and counter-
signed by the secretary or clerk thereof; and all
corporate conveyances heretofore so executed shall be
valid. The persons executing any such conveyances
may acknowledge the execusion thereof before any
judge or clerk of a court of record, court commissioner,
county clerk, register of deeds, notary public, or justice
of the peace. The officer taking such acknowledg-
ment shall indorse thereon a certificate of the acknowl-
edgment thereof, and the true date of making the same,
uoder his hand. :
SecrioNn 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from an1 after it3 passage and publication.

CHAPTER 130.
AN ACT to legalize the actions of the Manitowoc Rapids mu-
tual farmer’s fire insurance company.
The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows:

‘Sectio¥ 1. All transactions of the said Manitowoc
Ripids mutual farmers’ fire insurance company, of the
town of Manitowoc Rapids, Munitowoe county, and
state of Wisconsin, being a towun insurance company
organized under the laws of the state of Wisconsin
and located in the town of Manitowos Rapids, county
of Manitowoe, Wisconsio, and all acts of the officers
and agents of said company, as such officers and agents,
are hereby legalized and declared valid; and all pol-
icies or other evidence of insurance issued by said
company or its authorizad officers, and all bonds, notes,
mortgages or other evidence of indebtedness executed
and delivered to said company, shall be as valid and
bindiug as if all the requirements and forms of the
Jaws of the state had been fully complied with; and
no misnomer of said company shall affect the validity
of any of the transactions of said company, or of docu-
ments issued by or executed by such company.

SecTioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
